PLANNING 

Mosque decision 
deferred by judges 

A DECISION over the future of a contro¬ 
versial scheme to build a new mosque in 
Dudley has been deferred for judges to 
consider their verdict. 

Court of Appeal judges heard two days 
of legal argument last week in relation to 
an area of land in Hall Street earmarked for 
the mosque. 

Lords Justices Lewison and Treacy 
and Lady Justice Gloster have up to three 
months in which they can make their de¬ 
cision on the case. But it is hoped that a 
written judgment will be handed down be¬ 
fore the courts rise for the Christmas break.

THREE robbers who went 
on a rampage around Dud¬ 
ley borough attacking wom¬ 
en and teenagers have been 
jailed for a total of 20 years. 

Saffie Ullah, Haseeb Choudhury 
and Yousaf Khalid had been driving 
around Dudley on the night of Au¬ 
gust 15, 2014, looking for victims who 
would be ‘easy targets’. 

They struck first at around 11.40pm when 
they pulled up alongside a couple on Windsor 
Crescent, Netherton, who were walking home 
after a night out. 

The gang attacked them, stealing belongings 
that inlcuded mobile phones and cash. 

Not content with the one robbery the group 
decided to continue their crime spree, driving 
around the area looking for their next victim. 

She came in the form of a 20-year-old woman 
who was walking along St Peters Road at 
around 11.50pm. 

But she proved not to be such an easy target 
and put up a fight. Then the robbers turned vi¬ 
cious, kicking and punching the victim because 
she would not give up without a struggle. 

But after a sustained beating she suffered 
severe injuries that required treatment in hos¬ 
pital. 

The thugs also damaged a house on City 
Road, Tividale, and just after midnight as¬ 
saulted a man and woman on High Street, 
Dudley. 

Weapons 

Officers were alerted to the series of assaults 
and a description of the vehicle being used was 
issued to all patrols. Moments later, the car — 
an orange Seat Leon - was spotted and stopped 
by officers 

Found inside were weapons used in the at¬ 
tacks, including a golf club. 

They had initially used a Fiat Punto in their 
search for victims. 

Choudhury, 21, of Hill Crest Road, Kates 
Hill, Dudley, admitted conspiracy to commit 
robbery and two assaults at an earlier hearing 
and was sentenced to five years in prison. 

Ullah, aged 21, and Khalid, 19, both of Bridg¬ 
water Crescent, Kates Hill, were both found 
guilty of conspiracy to commit robbery and two 
assaults and were sentenced to seven years and 
eight years in prison respectively. 

Detective Constable Gareth Homer, from 
Dudley CID, said: “Their offending spree has 
affected six victims in four different offences. 
These men were systematically picking victims 
who they felt would be easy targets. 

“I feel they would have gone on to commit 
more offences but thanks to the quick actions 
of the officers, they were arrested. 

“The offenders will now spend a long time 
behind bars to reflect on their actions and I 
hope that this offers some comfort to their vic¬ 
tims.” 


POPULAR POPPY ART TO MARK REMEMBRANCE

MORE than 2,000 hand-crafted poppies 
are covering the inside of Dudley’s Council 
House in the run up to Remembrance Day on 
Sunday. 

The poignant display, entitled Poppies 
Everywhere, has been created to mark Armi¬ 
stice Day on November 11. 

Inspiration for the project came from the 
huge field of ceramic poppies that were on 
show at the Tower of London last year. 

A total of 888,246 poppies were included 
in that display, representing lives lost in the 
First World War. 


Poppies on display at the Priory Road coun¬ 
cil base were made using a variety of mate¬ 
rials including glass, pottery, leather, paper 
and wool by adult learners and community 
groups across the borough. 

Mayor 

The Mayor of Dudley, Councillor Steve 
Waltho, said it was a remarkable display. 

He added: “Since the First World War the 
poppy has come to symbolise those that have 
been killed in war and have also been used to 
commemorate that sacrifice. 


“More than 50 groups, from across the 
whole spectrum, such as guide groups, peo¬ 
ple with learning difficulties, Age UK, just to 
name a few, have got involved, which I think 
is remarkable. It has now become a centre 
piece, which I’m very happy about.” 

The poppies will be displayed up until a few 
days after Armistice Day, when some will go 
to a display at RAF Cosford and some will be 
sold in aid of the Royal British Legion. 

Towns and villages across Dudley borough 
will be marking Remembrance Day with pa¬ 
rades and war memorial services on Sunday.

A HEADTEACHER has spoken of his 
pride after receiving his OBE for servic¬ 
es to education at Buckingham Palace.

During his lead¬ 
ership he took Ellowes Hall from near 
the bottom of the league tables to its 
current position as one of the leading 
schools in the borough.

He is now head of a multi-academy 
trust, called Invictus, which com¬ 
prises secondary schools Ellowes Hall, 
Crestwood School, in Kingswinford, 
Ounsdale High School, in Wombourne, 
and Edgecliff High School, in Kinver. 

Mr Griffiths, aged 60, of Stourbridge, 
travelled to London with his wife Lucy, 
formerly headteacher at Jesson’s CE 
Primary for 22 years, and daughter 
Ruth. 

“I am still overwhelmed by it all to be 
honest,” he said. “Prince William pre¬ 
sented me with the honour. He asked 
me what I thought the challenges for 


education were. I told him it was all 
about ensuring students get access to 
the best learning and the best jobs. 

“It was a wonderful occasion and an 
experience I will never forget,” he said. 

Mr Griffiths has lived in the West 
Midlands since 1983 and his first post 
in the area was as a history teacher at 
Pensnett School. 

Mr Griffiths taught in Walsall for 
two years before returning to Ellowes 
as deputy headteacher. 

He recently spoke to the Princess 
Royal when she visited Himley Hall 
Sailing Club. 


37,000 patients use 

urgent care centre 

MORE than 37,000 patients 
have been through the doors of 
new urgent care centre since 
it opened seven months ago to 
take the pressure off a busy A&E. 

The site replaced the walk-in centre 
at Holly Hall in Dudley. 

Since it opened in April, medical staff at 
the urgent care centre have seen 37,446 
people with the most common illnesses 
being sore throats, coughs, stomach pains 
and rashes. 

Health chiefs said the centre was helping 
to reduce the number of people attending 
A&E unnecessarily. 

All patients needing urgent treatment 
arrive at the hospital through the emer¬ 
gency department. 

They are assessed by a nurse who decides 
whether they need to go to the urgent care 
centre or the emergency department. If 
their condition is not believed to be urgent, 
they may be referred to their GP. 

Health chiefs say this takes the deci¬ 
sion-making out of patients’ hands and 
should reduce the number of people being 
treated in A&E who do not need to be 
there. 

Addition 

Clinical director for urgent care Hassan 
Paraiso said the centre had been success¬ 
ful in reducing pressure on the emergency 
centre. He said: “The urgent care centre 
has been a great addition to the hospital 
and has helped to ensure our emergency 
department can be used appropriately, 
treating patients with life threatening con¬ 
ditions, serious illnesses or fractures.” 

Thirty new jobs were created when the 
centre opened and Mailing Health was 
awarded the five-year £18million contract 
to run the 24/7 service. 

The decision to close the Holy Hall 
walk-in centre proved unpopular with the 
community. 

Healthwatch Dudley, which represents 
the views of patients in the borough, was 
drafted in to carry out an independent 
patient survey of people attending the 
accident and emergency department at 
Russells Hall Hospital and at the walk-in 
centre. 

The results were then used by Dudley 
CCG to help with plans for the replacement 
service.

AMBLECOTE Scout Group laun¬ 
ched the Annual Poppy Appeal at 
their local Sainsbury’s supermar¬ 
ket. 

The group was supported by 
members of The Royal British Le¬ 
gion Riders Branch, who together 
with store colleagues and the Am¬ 
blecote Royal British Legion, will 
be running this year’s campaign in 
store, until November 11. 

For the first time this year, mem¬ 
bers of the store “Craft-e” Commu¬ 
nity Club, will be donating their 


vast collection of knitted, sewn and 
crocheted poppies and poppy re¬ 
lated items to boost the collection 
in store. 

The ladies making up the group 
consist of colleagues family mem¬ 
bers and customers and first got 
together in August. 

There will also be poppy inspired 
products on sale in-store, including 
jute bags and two flower bouquets, 
with all profits going to The Royal 
British Legion and for the first 
time, online customers will be able 


to make a donation and receive a 
stick on paper poppy, when order¬ 
ing before November 11. 

Last year, in honour of the Cen¬ 
tenary of the First World War, cus¬ 
tomers and colleagues helped raise 
£7m for The Royal British Legion. 

Customers will be able to recycle 
poppies in-store after Armistice 
Day, from the November 12 to 24, 
with all collected poppies going 
back to the Royal British Legion, 
to either make new poppies or to 
generate more funds. 


Concern at 
figures for 
migrants in 
the region 

MORE than 56,000 migrants have regis¬ 
tered to work and claim benefits in the 
Black Country over the last six years, 
new figures reveal 

And the number of foreign nationals 
granted national insurance numbers 
soared by 39 per cent in just one year, 
according to the latest figures from the 
Office for National Statistics. The na¬ 
tional average is 26 per cent. 

In 2014 a total of 9,806 migrants reg¬ 
istered to work across the region, a rise 
for 2,747 from the previous year. The 
figures also show that since 2008 a total 
of 56,027 migrants have registered for 
national insurance numbers in the Black 
Country. 

Local councillors say they are con¬ 
cerned about the potential strain on re¬ 
sources prompted by influx of migrants, 
while an MEP has accused local author¬ 
ities in the region of being ‘pathetic and 
weak’ for failing to stand up to the Gov¬ 
ernment. 

Last year Sandwell saw 3,808 new 
registrations, up 37 per cent from 2013, 
while almost 20 per cent of all residents 
in the borough were born outside the 
UK. 

Wolverhampton saw 3,536 registra¬ 
tions, an increase of 34 per cent from 
the previous year. In Walsall there 1,559 
migrants registered, a rise of 42 per cent. 

Dudley saw the biggest rise with 903 
NI registrations in 2014, an increase of 
63 per cent. West Midlands MEP Bill 
Etheridge, also a Dudley councillor, said 
he was stunned by the magnitude of the 
increase in the Black Country. 

Police step up 
patrols at park 

YOBS have been starting fires and 
smoking drugs in a Stourbridge park. 

Police will be increasing patrols 
around Swan Pool Park, in Norton, fol¬ 
lowing concerns from residents. 

The Friends of Swan Pool Park group 
is trying to bring improvements to the 
park, off Studley Gate. A £9,000 youth 
shelter has been installed alongside new 
benches. Officers claim they have been 
called to ‘large groups of youths’ congre¬ 
gating, causing anti-social behaviour. 

Sgt Andy Holder, from Norton neigh¬ 
bourhood police team, said: “Increased 
patrols will be conducted by officers. 

“Any youths seen causing anti-social 
behaviour will be encountered. Warning 
letters will be issued and proportionate 
use of stop and search powers regarding 
drug use.” 

Future of venue 
is back on agenda 

DUDLEY Hippodrome’s future is back 
in the spotlight after a deadline passed 
for interested groups to submit plans. 

Dudley Council bosses are expected 
to reveal how many organisations have 
tabled bids to save the venue this week.

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Problem of 
poor pitches 
prompts more 
investment 

TWO fifths of sports pitches in Dud¬ 
ley borough are in a ‘poor’ state, ac¬ 
cording to a new report. 

An investigation has found that 
only 87 of 167 pitches were found to 
be average or above average condition 
— and 70 were rated as poor. 

It comes as council chiefs unveiled 
a scheme, worth up to £2 million, to 
create three new all-weather pitches 
at The Dell Stadium, in Pensnett, on 
land near Dudley College off Priory 
Road and at Hillcrest School, Neth- 
erton. But campaigners are urging 
for action over existing pitches after 
pitch hire fees were increased by two 
per cent this year. 

Four pitches on King George V 
playing fields at Wordsley Park were 
among those in a poor state. At Green¬ 
fields, near Kingswinford Community 
Centre, the two adult football pitches 
are both rated as poor. 

Brian Sutton, of the Dudley and 
Cradley Heath Football League, said: 
“Money has not been spent on these 
pitches for years.” 

Dudley councillor Khurshid Ahmed 
said: “We are passionate about en¬ 
couraging people to lead healthy and 
active lifestyles through sport. We 
have to balance this with the signifi¬ 
cant cuts to our funding from national 
government, but we are working 
closer than ever with community 
groups to look at ways of delivering 
services differently. 

“We are already investigating the 
potential for extra funding from the 
FA to improve pitches in three areas 
of the borough.” 

vagrant found 
accommodation 

ACCOMMODATION has been found 
for a homeless man who pitched a 
tent off Dudley high street. 

Concerns were raised after the man 
arrived at Rutland Passage on Octo¬ 
ber 20. Police arrested the man on 
suspicion of vagrancy and his dog was 
put in kennels. A team of officers have 
worked to find him accommodation in 
Lye and he and his dog have now been 
reunited. 

A West Midlands Police spokesman 
said: “Our officers have finally been 
able to secure accommodation for a 
rough sleeper and his dog who had re¬ 
cently pitched a tent in Dudley. 

“The officers had been trying to get 
the pair into a hostel. While in cus¬ 
tody, our team worked with a range 
of specialists to fast track his case.”

IT has been a double celebration for 
a family of otters at Dudley Zoo af¬ 
ter five youngsters started to emerge 
from the underground den where 
they were born. 

The otterly-adorable babies were 
born to Buddy and Keyah around 
two or three months ago, according 
to keepers at the attraction, in Castle 
Hill. 

Staff have caught glimpses of the 
pups popping out the den, called a 
holt. Fast thinking keepers were able 
to get the first photographs of the 
cute animals. In them, the youngsters

can be seen being cared for by their 
doting parents while taking their first 
looks at outside. 

And it has been a double celebra¬ 
tion for the family as Keyah has just 
celebrated her sixth birthday. 

Keepers at the zoo said because the 
youngsters were born underground 
it was difficult to know exactly when 
they had been born. 

Section leader Jay Haywood said: 
“Although we do not know the exact 
date of birth of the five pups we think 
it was between two and three months 
ago. They are now starting to eat solid 


food and are looking for their own 
meals.” 

Mr Haywood said to help them 
along they were providing small 
chunks of meat and fish for them. 

He added: “Even though they have 
only recently started to make an ap¬ 
pearance they are doing well and get¬ 
ting more and more independent each 
day.” 

Buddy, aged 10, arrived at the zoo 
from Lake District Wildlife Park this 
April as a new mate for Keyah. 

Keepers said the pair had fell for 
each other right away. 


Drop-out daughter 
attacked her parents 


A UNIVERSITY drop-out launched a 
savage attack on her parents when 
told to stop spending so much time 
in bed, a judge heard. 

Hayley Robson hurled a half-pint glass 
at the head of accountant father Lee, bad¬ 
ly cutting his wrist as he shielded his face, 
Wolverhampton Crown Court was told. 

The furious 22-year-old then turned on her 
mother Rachel, punching her in the face and 
biting her forearm, said Mr Gurdeep Garcha, 
prosecuting. 

Trouble flared at the family home in Green 
Meadow, Pedmore, on December 30 over the 
way in which the daughter’s life had spiralled 
downwards since she turned to drugs and alco¬ 
hol after leaving Worcester University without 
completing a business studies course. 

“The discussion over the fact she did not 
have a job, was spending most of her days in 
bed and was not making productive use of her 
life became heated,” continued Mr Garcha. 

“The defendant, who had been drinking 
wine, threw a half-pint glass as hard as she 
could at her father who was sitting on the set¬ 
tee but managed to raise his hands to protect 
his face. The glass smashed into his right wrist, 
cutting it and damaging a tendon. 

Punched 

“Mrs Robson stood up and was punched sev¬ 
eral times in the head and face before being 
bitten on the forearm.” 

She received a black eye and bloodied nose. 

The daughter then accidentally hit her 
brother Simon when he came into the room 
after hearing the commotion. 

She was later arrested at a different address. 

Her parents said in a victim impact state¬ 
ment that they both loved their daughter but 
were relieved she was no longer living at the 
same address since the atmosphere was much 
happier for their other two children. 

Mr Richard Davenport, defending, said: 
“Their daughter has an underlying problem. 
She needs professional help. 

“There is no application for a restraining 
order. It is hoped that the family can make up 
and resume contact in the not too far distant 
future.” 

Robson, now living in Queen’s Cross, Dudley, 
admitted wounding and assault. She was given 
a 15 month jail sentence suspended under su¬ 
pervision for two years and ordered to co-oper¬ 
ate with mental health treatment.

Fifteen people attended the public 
meeting at The Station Hotel in Cas¬ 
tle Hill. 

Steve Briscoe, who was instrumen¬ 
tal in setting up the group, said: “It 
was an extremely positive evening, 


with a good turn out for a first event. 
We discussed what is good in the 
town and what needs to get better. 

“The main thing was that every¬ 
one was singing from the same sheet.

£20111 council cuts 
defended by leader 


DOES a day go by without support¬ 
ers of Jeremy Corbyn proudly boasting 
of his massive mandate? Corbyn took a 
whopping 59.5 per cent of the vote. That’s 
251,417 of the 422,664 votes cast and it 
looks impressive. But, lest we forget, the 
Labour-leadership election was open not 
only to existing Labour Party members but 
to the entire nation. Virtually anyone could 
pay £3 to register as a Labour ‘support¬ 
er’ and they had many weeks in which to 
do it. So here was a transforming event, 
a once-in-a-lifetime opportunity for all the 
angry, disaffected folk in the UK to rise up 
and support a 
new sort of pol¬ 
itics. Here was 
a chance for 45 
million potential 
voters to throw 
their weight 
behind a gen¬ 
uine Left-wing

THE leader of Dudley Coun¬ 
cil has defended proposals 
to make £20 million worth 
of cuts over the next three 
years. 

Dudley Museum and Art Gallery 
would close and up to 275 jobs would 
be axed under cost-cutting plans. 

Leaders faced criticism from op¬ 
position members who claimed that 
cuts could have been tackled with¬ 
out harming services. 

Councillor Pete Lowe came under 
pressure at the council’s first cabi¬ 
net meeting since the cuts were re¬ 
vealed last week. 

Conservative leader Councillor 
Patrick Harley said the Labour-run 
council should have been better pre¬ 
pared to ensure such severe cuts 
affecting frontline services were not 
necessary. 

“What’s disappointing is not 
what’s in this document but that 
for three and a half years Labour in 
Dudley has had the opportunity to 
make changes to the way services 
are delivered so that we manage our 
finances better than this,” he said. 

Stopped 

“I said two years ago that if a 
different delivery model wasn’t in¬ 
troduced we would continue to cut 
until some services were not pro¬ 
vided any more. Austerity isn’t new. 
Yet here we are with another budget 
and more services cut or stopped al¬ 
together.” 

But Councillor Lowe said the au¬ 
thority had been forced to contend 
with unprecedented Government 
funding cuts. 

“We have seen significant cuts in 
Dudley, over and above that of else¬ 
where. We have seen cuts of £61 per 
person in Dudley compared to £18 in 
Windsor. How is that fair?” he said. 

Finance boss, former leader Coun¬ 
cillor David Sparks said: “We are 
facing even more horrendous cuts 
than we have already faced, they 
can’t be compared to what we faced 
under the Labour Government.” 

Library opening hours could be 
cut with public toilets, dog bins and 
gritting lorries also in the firing line.

Rethink call on museum closure bid

CAMPAIGNERS say losing Dudley Museum and Art 
Gallery would be a big loss to the town centre and have 
vowed to step up their bid to save the building. 

The St James’s Road attraction, faces closure under 
wider plans by Dudley Council to save £20 million over 
the next three years. Council bosses claim arts and cul¬ 
ture in the borough would not be harmed by its closure. 

Artefacts would instead move to Dudley Archives and 
Local History Centre, in Tipton Road, near the Black 
Country Living Museum. 

But campaigners say the move will take another at¬ 
traction out of the town centre and further hit footfall 
for shops and the market. 

Finance boss and former council leader Councillor 


David Sparks said he supported closing the museum, as 
it was unsuitable for people in wheelchairs or with sig¬ 
nificant disabilities. 

“My view is that it’s better moving out to more suita¬ 
ble premises, selling that building and reusing the funds 
more effectively,” he said. 

Almost 3,000 people have signed a petition against 
the move which was presented to Dudley Council leader, 
Councillor Pete Lowe, ahead of a council cabinet meet¬ 
ing. Petition organiser, 25-year-old Ross Crompton from 
Upper Gornal, said it was important to retain town cen¬ 
tre attractions.

Temporary 
staff earn 
up to £800 
for one day 

CASH-STRAPPED Dudley Council 
is paying temporary staff in its be¬ 
leaguered children’s services depart¬ 
ment between £425 and £800 a day. 

This amounts to the authority 
spending more than £200,000 on in¬ 
terim staff so far this year. 

The council, which has just unveiled 
a drastic package of cuts, employs 12 
temporary workers in its children’s 
services department - at a daily cost 
ranging from £425 to £800. 

The scale of the Labour-led author¬ 
ity’s temporary staffing has been crit¬ 
icised by opposition parties. 

New figures reveal a total of 
£204,000 will have been spent by the 
end of October on part-time staff in 
children’s services. 

UKIP group leader Councillor Paul 
Brothwood said: “Someone needs to 
be held to account as to why Dudley 
Council needs to employ 12 part-time 
people to put the mess of our chil¬ 
dren’s services right.” 

Conservative group leader Coun¬ 
cillor Patrick Harley described a 
‘catalogue of failure’ at the council’s 
children’s services department at a 
meeting earlier this month. 

In response, Councillor Ian Cooper 
said: “What we’re doing is getting ex¬ 
pertise in of national providence, and 
getting it in quickly and efficiently 
to do a job. I’d ask UKIP what price 
they would pay for the safety, well-be¬ 
ing and aspirations of the children in 
Dudley. Those are our priorities. 

“The interim staff have been 
brought in to do a job and they’re de¬ 
livering that job.”

First glimpse at £l2m college campus

THIS is the first glimpse of a new £12 
million campus that will be built at 
Dudley College. 

The new centre - to be known as 
Dudley Advance II - would complete 
the college’s learning quarter and be 
part-funded by its controversial con¬ 
tract with Saudi Arabia. 

The college has won a three-year 
deal to mentor staff in Saudi Arabia 
and create three new learning estab¬ 
lishments. Cash from the deal was 
earmarked to help complete work on 
the Learning Quarter. 

It will be positioned alongside the 


£7 million manufacturing and en¬ 
gineering building Dudley Advance 
which opened in September 2014. 

A formal planning application has 
been submitted to Dudley Council for 
the Centre for Advanced Construction 
Technologies. 

Principal Lowell Williams said: 
“Not only will Advance II be a fan¬ 
tastic building in itself, but more im¬ 
portantly it will help transform the 
construction industry in the region. 

“This will lead to more young peo¬ 
ple and adults developing the higher 
technical level skills they need for fu¬ 


ture careers in a changing construc¬ 
tion industry.” 

The new 37,000 sq ft centre includes 
specialist workshops, classrooms, pro¬ 
ject spaces and resource areas and 
student welfare and support facilities 
focused around a four-storey ‘internal 
building site’ called The Hanger. 

According to a planning statement 
submitted with the application, the 
new centre will be a ‘contemporary 
design which closely reflects the cur¬ 
riculum uses within, whilst paying 
sufficient respect in massing terms to 
its immediate context’. 


Visitor numbers fall 
at top borough venues 


THE number of visitors to four main 
venues across a Black Country bor¬ 
ough has plunged by more than 
20,000 in just two years. 

New figures highlight a significant fall in de¬ 
mand at Stourbridge Town Hall, Dudley Town 
Hall, Brierley Hill Civic Hall and the Cornbow 
in Halesowen. 

Between April 2012 and May 2013, the quar¬ 
tet of venues saw 136,103 come through their 
doors. 

However, from April 2014 to May 2015, this 
number plummeted to just 115,695. 

Councillor Khurshid Ahmed, cabinet mem¬ 
ber responsible for tourism, said there was no 
single reason for the drop in visitor numbers 
and the authority was working hard to attract 
people to its civic halls. 

But Ukip leader Councillor Paul Brothwood 
said the decline in visitors was an indictment of 
the authority’s backing for the arts and enter¬ 
tainment. He said: “I think this is a sad reflec¬ 
tion of the council’s support for the arts. 

“We have great artworks and glass works in 
stores and there are so many pieces that people 
don’t get to see. I believe it’s the duty of coun¬ 
cillors to uphold our heritage and sometimes 
that message is lost. 

Heritage 

“We need to get it out there and publicise the 
fact that we’ve got so many great works of art 
and amazing heritage. 

“Let’s get them on show rather than hide 
them away - then I think the visitor numbers 
would increase.” 

The number of people heading to Brierley 
Hill Civic Hall increased, however, from 28,476 
in 2012-13 to 31,393 in 2014-15. 

The reduction in the number of attendees at 
Dudley Town Hall from 37,607 in 2012-13 to 
27,315 in 2014-15 can in some way be explained 
by the closure of the main hall at the setting. 

Councillor Ahmed said: “It’s difficult to say 
exactly why the visitor numbers have gone 
down but it could be linked to the economy and 
people spending less money. 

“We are encouraging people to come, holding 
different events and trying to attract them to 
the halls. 

“It’s the same everywhere -pubs and clubs 
are also not as busy and people aren’t visiting 
as much. I assume it’s because people are try¬ 
ing to save money. 

“The council is doing everything to support 
the arts and entertainment.”

FANS of Elvis Presley have been 
left all shook up by the discovery 
of a rare recording that is due to 
be auctioned in the Black Coun¬ 
try. 

An acetate of Suspicion, dating 
back to 1961, was going under the 
hammer in Dudley this week. 

The 78rpm record, which was 
made for Memphis radio station 
WHBQ, was expected to fetch 
around £12,000 at Tuesday’s sale 
at Aston’s Auctioneers. 


The A-side features The King 
singing Suspicion four years be¬ 
fore he released it as a single in 
1965. It was not officially recorded 
as an Elvis track until March 19, 
1962, so this acetate precedes that 
by at least six months. 

The reverse features an advert 
for blind pianist Ray Charles’s 
August 20, 1961, concert at Ellis 
Auditorium - the first mixed race 
show in Memphis. 

Film poster and record special¬ 


ist Steve Kennedy said it was a 
fantastic moment in social history 
and that the song was one of Pres¬ 
ley’s favourites. 

“Suspicion was one of his per¬ 
sonal favourites because he felt it 
allowed him to show his full range 
of vocal talent.” 

“The amazing thing about this 
record is that on one side you’re 
getting a slice of social history 
and on the other you’ve got a rare 
Elvis acetate.”

He said: “It has been 
a long battle but I’m pleased that it 
now looks like the community will get 
the facility that they deserve.”

Mary continues fight 
over asbestos deaths 



One mother is seeking justice 
for workers who may have 
been affected by asbestos. 

ADAM BURLING reports 


MEN working long shifts in dust- 
filled factories, with no thought for 
health and safety and there is not a 
mask in sight. 

This may sound like a scene from gen¬ 
erations ago - but it has been happening 
as recently as the last 20 years. 

And ex-workers are continuing to die after 
developing asbestos-related diseases. 

The issue is now becoming more prominent 
than ever as manufacturers face court cases 
from the families that have been left behind. 

In the Black Country, one woman is using 
her anger and grief over her son’s death to 
make sure other people are not left in the same 
position. 

Mary Law’s fight began when her son Roy 
Shipley died at the age of 51, after a career 
working as an electrician in factories where he 
was exposed to asbestos. 

Campaign 

Since then she has been battling for greater 
compensation for the families of asbestos vic¬ 
tims. 

Now the 77-year-old from Dudley has taken 
her campaign to Italy where a ruling against 
the boss of a firm which allegedly contributed 
to the death of hundreds was overturned. Mrs 
Law, whose son died in 2010, opened the Arc- 
Aid charity shop in New Street, Dudley, four 
years ago. 

After getting involved with the Mesotheli¬ 
oma UK charity, she became aware of the case 
against Swiss billionaire Stephan Schmid- 
heiny who was accused of failing to ensure the 
safety of workers in asbestos-cement plants 
run by his now defunct Eternit group in Italy 
in the 1970s and 80s. 

More than 3,000 workers died. 

He was convicted in 2012, after a three-year 
trial, and sentenced in absentia to 16 years in 


prison. But a court in Rome has since ruled 
that he should not have been convicted be¬ 
cause the verdict came more than 12 years 
after the crime. 

This made the case subject to a ‘limitation’ 
law. Mrs Law and fellow protesters waved 
banners and placards outside the Italian court 
and is planning to attend an appeal hearing 
in Belgium. 

“I’m furious about what has happened. I’m 


very angry about the lack of support for the 
families of victims,” she says. “In this country 
the Government is not ensuring that people 
get enough compensation. 

“My son had mesothelioma of the abdomen 
and didn’t stand a chance.” 

A court ruling in 2013 meant thousands of 
sufferers and their dependants in the UK will 
be able to get damages from a special £350 mil¬ 
lion pot over the next decade. 


Those diagnosed after July 25, 2012, who 
cannot sue former employers as they have 
gone bust or insurance details were lost, will 
be eligible. 

Mrs Law says thousands of families are not 
getting enough compensation. 

About 2,400 people die every year of the dis¬ 
ease and numbers are set to increase over the 
next 30 years, with an estimated death toll of 
between 56,000 and 63,000. 

It comes as a cross-party group of MPs have 
called for the eradication of all the remaining 
asbestos in Britain’s workplaces and public 
buildings. 

A report by the all-party parliamentary 
group on occupational safety and health calls 
for regulations requiring the safe phased and 
planned removal of all the remaining asbestos 
in Britain. 

The parliamentary group found asbestos is 
still a serious threat. 

This year, according to official figures, 5,000 
people in Britain are likely to die prematurely 
as a result of asbestos exposure. 

This is around three times the number of 
road accident deaths. 

Research 

Aside from campaigning, Mrs Law also 
works as a chiropodist and is a dedicated fund¬ 
raiser, recently scaling the heights of Mount 
Snowdon in aid of Mesothelioma research. 

She completed the walk up the highest 
Welsh peak with husband Bill, aged 80, and 
friends Ian Halls and Ian Edgington, to raise 
nearly £2,000 for charity. 

She has undertaken a number of charity 
events, including a sky dive in 2011, to raise 
funds into the research of the disease following 
the death of her son. 

She is determined to keep going - and in the 
process raise the profile of the battle facing the 
families of people who died after being exposed 
to asbestos. 

The memory of her son will stay with her 
throughout, and keep her going in the fight 
for justice. 

She says: “Losing my son was devastating, 
he was a strong, lovely man who had achieved 
much. If I could have done something like I am 
about to do to have saved him, I would have 
done so willingly.”

Teenager 
loses his 
bid to cut 
sentence 


A TEENAGER who hit a man over the 
head with a bat causing ‘catastrophic and 
life-changing’ injuries has failed to get his 
18-month sentence overturned. 

The 17-year-old, from Dudley, who cannot be 
named, was given a detention and training order at 
Wolverhampton Crown Court on June 19 this year. 


He was convicted of caus¬ 
ing grievous bodily harm 
but acquitted of attempted 
murder and causing griev¬ 
ous bodily harm with intent. 
Two others were cleared of 
all charges. 

Mr Trevor Siddle, repre¬ 
senting the teenager, told 
London’s Court of Appeal 
that the conviction was ‘un¬ 
safe’ because the judge had 
misdirected the jury. 

But Lady Justice Sharp 
said the argument was ‘un¬ 
convincing’ and the judge’s 
direction an ‘eminently fair’ 
one. The court heard the 
victim, 37-year-old Tariq 
Mahmood, had suffered 
injuries including skull 
fractures and brain haem¬ 
orrhages in the attack. 

He needed surgery to 
remove a large part of his 
skull and lost the sight in 
one eye. Mr Mahmood now 
has problems with his mem-

ory, is unable to work and 
requires round-the-clock 
care, the appeal court was 
told. He also has weakness 
to the right side of his body 
and suffered permanent dis¬ 
figurement. 

The teenager, who is 
6ft 2ins tall and weighed 
16 stone at the time, said 
he had ‘no recollection’ of 
hitting Mr Mahmood and 
said it must have been an 
accident. Mr Mahmood was 
attacked outside his home 
in Dudley after going to 
help his 19-year-old stepson 
Ajmal Choudhary, who was 
fighting with several people. 

Mr Siddle argued the sen¬ 
tence was too severe because 
of a lack of pre-meditation, 
his client’s age and previous 
good character. Lady Justice 
Sharp said: “We are satisfied 
the conviction is safe.”

Rowers close in on target 
ahead of oar-some task 


A PAIR of intrepid rowers are edg¬ 
ing closer to their fundraising target 
before they set off on a gruelling trip 
across the Atlantic Ocean. 

The team needs to generate an¬ 
other £14,500 to reach the £85,000 
total and compete in what is known 
as ‘The World’s Toughest Race’. 

The SquareOneAtlantic team is 
made up of biology teacher Lee Fel¬ 
ton, aged 30 from Dudley, and soft¬ 
ware engineer Sean Lannon, 31 from 
Newcastle. Over the past 12 months 
the dynamic duo, along with former 
member, Tom Hodgson, 41 from 
Walsall, have been collecting dona¬ 
tions and sponsorship. 

They will be crossing the Atlan¬ 
tic Ocean from La Gomera, in the 
Canary Islands, to Antigua, raising 
awareness for charities Rape Cri¬ 
sis England & Wales and Sport for 
Freedom.

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Injustice' 
claim by 
leaders in 
mosque row 


MUSLIM leaders say they have a ‘sense of 
injustice’ over their plans to build a new 
mosque in Dudley. 

As the battle returned to court, top judges heard 
leaders blame council officials for the delays over 
the building. 

Dudley Muslim Association (DMA) and Dudley Council 
took their dispute to Court of Appeal in London. The asso¬ 


ciation is fighting to stop the 
council seizing back land in 
Hall Street which it had ear¬ 
marked for a new mosque. 

The DMA suffered a blow 
last year when the High 
Court blocked an appeal 
against an earlier ruling. 
A judge had stuck out the 
DMA’s defence against 
council plans to reclaim 
ownership of the site. 

At the latest hearing, the 
DMA was asking the appeal 
court judges to overturn the 
High Court judgement. 

Deadline 

Their lawyers claim they 
have been the victims of 
an ‘abuse of power’ by the 
council. 

The case centres on a 
lease granted by the council 
to the DMA for development 
of the land in 2003. 

But work was unable to 
get under way after ‘delays’ 
in obtaining planning per¬ 
mission before a deadline 
set by the council. 

After the deadline passed 
the council tried to invoke 
a buy back clause to regain 
the site, where an empty 
factory stands now along¬ 
side Duncan Edwards Way. 

The DMA’s barrister, 
David Matthias QC told 
Lords Justices Lewison and

Treacy and Lady Justice 
Gloster that the failure to 
extend the deadline was 
‘unfair’. 

It would have been ‘ap¬ 
propriate’ for the council to 
extend the deadline ‘to allow 
for the delays brought about 
by the council’, he said. 

He told the judges the 
DMA ‘have a great and un¬ 
derstandable sense of injus¬ 
tice about their treatment at 
the hands of the council’. 

The council contests 
their argument. “This is, 
at heart, a dispute between 
two properly advised parties 
to a commercial property 
transaction,” their lawyer, 
Timothy Morshead QC said 
in written arguments. 

It is believed judges will 
reserve judgement to a later 
date. 

DMA leaders had tried 
to avert the court hearing 
by making a £325,000 out 
of court settlement to the 
council. 

If the settlement offer had 
been accepted, the group 
would have retained owner¬ 
ship and the council would 
have ended its bid to invoke 
its buy-back clause. But this 
was unanimously rejected. 


Remand for suspect 
in robbery attempts 

A MAN has been remanded in prison on suspicion of try¬ 
ing to carry out four shop robberies across Dudley in little 
more than two hours. Unemployed Lee Cartwright, from 
Brompton Drive, Amblecote, was arrested in Tipton. 

It is alleged Cartwright was involved in an armed rob¬ 
bery attempt at Premier Stores in Malvern Avenue, Lye, at 
7.25pm on September 27, and failed in another robbery at 
an off licence in Quarry Bank High Street 30 minutes later. 

The 24-year-old is also accused of stealing cigarettes 
from Kingsway Stores in Kingsway, Wollaston, at 9.25pm 
before a last unsuccessful raid on a chip shop in Hill Street, 
Brierley Hill, at 10pm. 

He has appeared before Dudley Magistrates Court 
charged with three attempted robberies, one robbery and 
one count of possessing an imitation firearm with intent to 
cause fear of violence. He will next appear in Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Crown Court on January 26.

MORE than 250 car enthusiasts visited a Black 
Country manufacturer as it opened its factory 
doors for the day. 

Westfield Sportscars, based in Gibbons Industrial Park, in 
Dudley Road, Kingswinford, gave petrol heads the chance 
to view 20 of the factory’s finest assembled cars. 

The firm was celebrating after winning a £1 million contract in 
China to gain a foothold in the 
huge Asian market. 

Special offers on kits and parts 
were also on display at the open 
day took place from 9am to 3pm 
on October 24. The company 
has been trading since 1983 and 
has sold more than 12,000 cars 
worldwide. They produce more 
than 400 cars a year. 

Simon Westwood, sales and 
marketing manager, said: “We 
are pretty much an open factory 
anyway so the event which we 
run twice a year always attracts 
a lot of people who are really 
into their cars. 


Display 

“It went really well, despite 
the weather not being as good 
as we hoped, we still had a good 
amount of visitors with some of 
the hardened enthusiasts turn¬ 
ing out. At our open days we dis¬ 
play cars ranging from the ones 
we need to build to the ones that 
are ready to go out. 

“We have lots of people arrive 
in their own Westfield cars too. 
This year we were working with 
staff to make a carbon chassis 
and a lightweight rotary engine, 
which were also on display.” 


Westfield host their open days 
in March and October. 

The firm recently completed 
three years of negotiations for 
its British designed and manu¬ 
factured cars to be distributed in 
Asia via GD Aero Technology of 
Shanghai.

In June 2009 they became the 
first niche vehicle manufacturer 
to be awarded European Small 
Series Production Status with 
the new land mark Sport Turbo. 
The lightweight design chas¬ 
sis of the vehicle saw an influx 
of orders from around Europe. 
In 2013 the MegaS2000, which 
utilises the Honda S2000 engine 
and gearbox, was also launched. 

Westfield also work alongside 
Birmingham City University 
students to involve them in their 
projects.

Two are hurt in 
blackspot crash 


TWO people were taken to hospital after a 
crash at a notorious junction on Birming¬ 
ham New Road. 

Two cars were involved in the accident 
at 7am on Friday on the Wolverhamp¬ 
ton-bound carriageway at its junction with 
Shaw Road near Coseley. Both vehicles were 
severely damaged and long delays built up 
as the road was closed by police. 

Claire Brown, spokeswoman for West 
Midlands Ambulance Service, said two peo¬ 
ple had been taken to New Cross Hospital, a 
man in his 20s with minor head injuries and 
a woman who had abdominal pain caused by 
seatbelt injuries. 

Councillor Malcolm Gwinnett, of Spring 
Vale ward, said the latest accident shows 
the junction at Shaw Road and Birmingham 
New Road needs an urgent overhaul. 


Black Country is hit hard 
as caparo sheds 323 jobs 


A TOTAL of 323 workers have lost 
their jobs after steel giant Capa¬ 
ro shut down three Black Country 
plants. 

Staff at five sites in Darlaston, Old¬ 
bury, Dudley, West Bromwich and Cradley 
Heath were called into meetings with ad¬ 
ministrators last week to be informed they 
were being laid off with immediate effect. 

Administrators from PwC confirmed that 323 
jobs have gone across the five plants, leaving 
workers devastated. 


Many of those who have lost their jobs had 
been with the firm for decades. 

Caparo Atlas Fastenings in Heath Road, Dar¬ 
laston was worst hit with 122 workers made 
redundant. 

A total of 68 jobs have gone at Caparo Preci¬ 
sion Tubes in Oldbury, as well as 64 at Caparo 
Forging Europe in Dudley, 59 at Fairbright Wire 
in West Bromwich and 10 at the Cradley Heath 
CMT Engineering plant. 

The Darlaston, Dudley and West Bromwich 
sites were closed with immediate effect. 

The business, which was the biggest manufac¬ 


turing company in the Black Country with 1,700 
workers across 20 sites, was put into adminis¬ 
tration earlier this month. 

Plants in Hartlepool and Tredagar have also 
closed as part of a total of 452 redundancies. 

Matt Hammond, PwC partner and lead ad¬ 
ministrator said: “It is with regret that we have 
made these decisions, but the commercial pros¬ 
pects of the affected businesses render them 
un viable.” 

He added that more than 1,200 staff remain 
employed in Caparo Industries. “They continue 
to work and be paid as normal,” he said. 


Flat windows 
are blown out 


TWO people went to hospital after a fire 
in a first-floor flat in Brierley Hill. 

Fire crews were called to the three-sto¬ 
rey converted house in Stourbridge Road, 
Holly Hall, at around 8pm on Thursday. 

Residents heard a loud bang as the win¬ 
dows of the flat blew out by the force of 
the blaze. 

Three people at the flat had managed 
to get outside by the time paramedics ar¬ 
rived. 

Two people made their own way to 
Russells Hall Hospital to have a check-up 
after the efforts of smoke inhalation but 
the other person did not require further 
treatment. 

Crews from Brierley Hill, Haden Cross, 
Dudley and Oldbury, went to the scene.

THERE was a Wild West send off for a cow¬ 
boy enthusiast who had his coffin carried 
through town in a horse-drawn carriage 
during his funeral procession. 

Michael Whittaker, a former canal lock 
keeper and an avid collector of Wild West 
memorabilia, died from a heart attack aged 
76 at his home in Brierley Hill last month. 

More than 200 people turned out for his 
funeral in Brierley Hill on Thursday, many 
having donned Western outfits to give him a 
fitting farewell. Staff from the funeral direc¬ 
tor’s also dressed as cowboys as they rode 
the horse-drawn carriage. 

Michael’s coffin was carried in to the 
theme music from The Magnificent Seven 
and tributes included a floral wreath in the 
shape of a saddle. The enthusiast’s favour¬ 
ite cowboy hat was placed on his coffin. 

Some of his vast collection of memorabilia 


was placed around the altar at St Michael’s 
Church in Bell Street South. 

Michael’s brother Tony, aged 71, said the 
funeral had been a fantastic send-off for his 
older brother. 

He said: “It was fantastic. As the horses 
came through Brierley Hill they behaved 
absolutely perfectly. Then we had the 
theme tune from The Magnificent Seven 
playing as the coffin was taken into the 
church. 

“A lot of Mike’s memorabilia had been 
prepared at the front of the church and the 
coffin was pushed into the memorabilia — 
that was beautiful. It was definitely a fu¬ 
neral with a difference.” 

Michael and Tony’s cousin Ron Didlock, 
68, said the funeral summed up Michael’s 
personality. “He had a wicked sense of hu¬ 
mour,” said retired bus driver Ron.

All the world's a stage - or at 
least the back garden at No3! 


I WAS about four when we moved house 
to Red Lion Street. In the 1950s this was 
longer than now. Where the 1960s Tele¬ 
phone Exchange extension stands there 
was a block of houses, Nos 1 to 4, let to 
council tenants. 

Another block of four, fronted on to an alley, 
with a cemetery for St Peter and St Paul’s Catho¬ 
lic Church and a pair of semi-detached houses. 

The alley led, as Paternoster Row, up the hill, to North 
Street. Past the cemetery was a final block of four houses 
before the junction with Wadham’s Hill, where the Ring 
Road is now at a lower level. The houses were built in 
1926, as shown by date plaques with the Wolverhampton 
Corporation Coat of Arms. 

Our house was No 2, and a high privet hedge above 
a low brick wall hid a small front garden with tulips, 
daffodils and nasturtiums. At the end of the tunnel entry 
you reached the backs of numbers 2 and 3, where the 
gardens were at a higher level, reached by steps. My

best friend in these years was Geoffrey Leo. Although 
he lived at Wednesfield, his grandparents, Mr & Mrs 
Wythe, resided at No 3, and his mother or father would 
bring him to Red Lion Street regularly. 

The family’s business was making and selling ice 
cream. Other friends of ours in the street were John 
Hendley at No 5, Sally Eades at No 6, replaced by a 
younger Sally Ormerod, Paul Makin at No 7, Lesley at 
No 10, Jane at No 12, Patrick Greatrix at No 13 (my next 
best friend after Geoff), and later on Jimmy and David 
Silcock at No 14. 

John, a lifelong Wolves expert and supporter, was to 
become in later years a folk singer and successful co-or¬ 
dinator of folk clubs in the area. 

Paul was an actor, before becoming a successful script¬ 
writer of television comedies. He sadly died of a brain 
tumour at the age of 54. Patrick ran a popular hardware 


business in Wolverhampton. In the 1950s playing in the 
street was second nature, and we had the imagination to 
make up different games, dramas and shows, mimicking 
the stars seen on television or in films. The raised back 
garden of No 3 might be a stage, with Geoff s younger 
brother John using the inside part of a punch-ball as 
a microphone, belting out Frank Ifield’s “I Remember 
You”. 

Fever 

Play would often take place in the alley, and occasion¬ 
ally stray over the wall into the Catholic Cemetery. 

However, any parents hearing us would order us out, 
with the dire threat that we would “catch the fever” 
in there. No one ever explained what fever, and how it 
could be caught. It was another world - a wilderness of 
overgrown trees and bushes hiding old gravestones - cer¬ 
tainly a good place for adventure.

care home scheme 


BUILDING work has started on a 
66-bed care home that will create 50 
jobs. The new home in Kent Road, 
Halesowen, is due for completion in 
September next year.

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Motorbiker 
died after 
crash with 
a minibus 


A MOTORCYCLIST from the Black Country 
died in a crash with a minibus after buying 
a bike against his wife’s wishes, an inquest 
heard. 

Nigel Christopher Thompson died of multiple in¬ 
juries after the smash on the A489 between Kerry 
and Sarn, near Newtown, on August 2. 

The 49-year-old from Quarry Bank, who had been a 


keen motorcyclist in his 
youth, gave up biking while 
his children were young and 
only bought the Kawasaki 
Z100 in March. 

His wife Nicola told an 
inquest at Brecon Court via 
a statement, that she had 
not been happy about him 
getting a new bike and even 
said to him she would be¬ 
come ‘a biker widow’. 

But she said it made him 
happy, she remembered see¬ 
ing his face when he bought 
it and his daughters bought 
him the biking leathers. 

Stephen Evans was driv¬ 
ing a Dial-a-Ride minibus 
and was accompanied by 
Carol Clayton and Ross Em- 
brey on a trip to a fun day 
at Churchstoke, when the 
accident happened. 

Braked 

He said as he approached 
a right hand bend near 
Penygelly Mill he saw a mo¬ 
torcyclist travelling towards 
him on his side of the road. 

He said it looked as 
though the bike was out of 
control as it was upright and 
it was weaving from side to 
side and wobbling around. 

Mr Evans said there was 
another motorcyclist trav¬ 
elling behind on the correct 
side of the road. 

He said he turned the 
steering wheel and braked 
hard but he said he knew 
there was going to be a 
crash. 

“The last time I recall see¬ 
ing the motorcyclist he was 
raising his hand,” he said. 

“I do not know why the 
hand was raised, I do not 
know if he was apologis¬ 
ing because he knew what 
was going to happen,” said 
Mr Evans. After the crash

he got out of the minibus, 
called the emergency ser¬ 
vices and found a helmet. 

Biker Darren Groves had 
been in a group of motor¬ 
cyclists with Mr Thompson 
and was travelling behind 
him at the time. 

He said the group would 
often go for a ride on a Sun¬ 
day if the weather was good 
and they had travelled from 
the West Midlands to Cra¬ 
ven Arms and were heading 
for Barmouth. 

He told the inquest that 
at the bend Mr Thompson 
had tipped the bike into the 
bend, started to drift and 
the brake light came on, 
smoke came from the rear 
wheel, the bike sat up and 
he went across the road into 
the incorrect carriageway. 

“Nigel was on the floor 
and the bike was between 
his legs and he was sliding 
along the floor and the bike 
slid into the path of the min¬ 
ibus,” he said. 

He said he stopped and 
went to look for his friend 
in the hedgerow, when he 
found Mr Thompson’s bike 
in the hedge he looked at the 
bus and realised his friend 
must be underneath it. 

Dyfed Powys Police colli¬ 
sion investigator Constable 
Garry Rees said there were 
no defects on the road or 
with either vehicle that may 
have caused the collision. 

Powys coroner Andrew 
Barkley said Mr Evans could 
not have done anything else. 

He said the cause of the 
death seemed to have been 
driver error.

Hand reared for pear’s return 


BRITAIN’S rarest pear - the Tetten¬ 
hall Dick - is making a comeback 
from the brink of extinction. 

“They look stunning and taste fantas¬ 
tic,” says Paul Hand who has spearhead¬ 
ed a major replanting of 1,000 Tettenhall 
Dick trees around the Black Country. 

He adds: “We have planted a large number 
and have succeeded in keeping the Tettenhall 
Dick pear as part of the Black Country land¬ 
scape.” 

Tettenhall Dick trees were found in abun¬ 
dance along the streets and in back gardens of 
the Black Country. 

But after the Second World War their pop¬ 
ularity plummeted with trees torn down for 
redevelopment and a culture shift away from 
people growing their own food. 

Mr Hand has fond memories of scrumping 
the pears in his childhood. 

“At the turn of the millennium I decided 
to get off my backside and do something,” he 
said. “I felt it was important. I went to Regis 
School in Tettenhall and I remember seeing a 
JCB ripping up the trees I used to scrump and 
the image stayed with me ever since then.” 


From his home in Leintwardine, Shrop¬ 
shire, he is making Tettenhall Dick wine and 
next year hopes to produce Tettenhall Dick 
Perry - a firm Black Country favourite from 
bygone times. 

He said: “They are part of Black Country 
history. As a schoolboy in Castlecroft I would 
scrump them. Because you would bite into 
them before they were ripe they were hard, 
hence the saying ‘Tettenhall Dick, hard as 
brick’. 

“They didn’t have a very long shelf life and 
were not fantastically juicy. 

“It is a variety of pear that is more than 
500 years old and from the pre-industrial 
Midlands. 

“It spread far and wide with people telling 
me they had them in Cannock and as far away 
as Lichfield. 

They were in everyone’s gardens. 


“My mother would never bottle them, so re¬ 
cently I thought I would try it and they tasted 
superb - just the sort of thing you would eat 
at a posh restaurant. 

“They are real gourmet quality. They are 
absolutely fabulous. I find if you cook them 
for a few minutes and then put them in the 
freezer to preserve them it has the same effect 
and it is not as fiddly.” 

He has planted a Tettenhall Dick tree in 
Bantock Park in memory of his mother and 
60 in Baggeridge Country Park. 

A further 50 are in a fruit farm which he 
hopes will start selling them. Hundreds of oth¬ 
ers have been planted at schools and homes. 

To re-introduce the pear trees he had to 
combine young wood samples from a Tet¬ 
tenhall Dick tree with rootstock - a process 
known as grafting. 

He collected samples from Regis Road in 


Tettenhall and The Straits in Gornal. He said: 
“You slice and bind it. The trees don’t grow 
from seeds. You have to join the wood with the 
roots and it will combine and grow. 

“It is just like how Bramley Apples are 
made and all come from the original trees. 
So the Tettenhall Dick we grow today can be 
traced back to the time of just after the Nor¬ 
man Conquests.” 

Mr Hand runs a charity Bees & Trees that 
specialises in rare fruit. As well as lecturing 
he also trains people on plant grafting. 

He is planning to hold a Tettenhall Dick 
party next year around September when they 
will be ripe to pick from the trees. 

He said many people would make perry 
and wine from the pear but after the Second 
World War the fell in popularity. 

Indeed he is making his own wine and next 
year plans to produce Tettenhall Dick perry. 


“Fruit and tastes moved on and they fell in 
popularity,” he said . 

“It is my opinion that they originated in the 
Manor of Perton. The Manor of Perton disap¬ 
peared and the pear got called Tettenhall Dick 
being the next place along.” 

Many people believe Perton’s name derived 
from the fruit, ‘Pear-town’. 

“Pears have been in the doldrums for a long 
time,” he said. “But I expect they will make a 
comeback. Joan Morgan who wrote the Book 
of Apples which has become the Bible of ap¬ 
ples has just published the Book of Pears. 

“The Tettenhall Dick is included and I ex¬ 
pect that will help. People are now interested 
in food and I am sure this will help the Tetten¬ 
hall Dick pear become trendy.” 

Mr Hand is now trying to get individuals to 
buy their own Tettenhall Dick tree so they can 
grow their own.

Ange Hardy will be performing her new album in Birmingham

WE’RE all guilty of missing 
the history on our doorstep. 

Often other people point out 
what’s interesting or historic 
about what we pass by every day 

This happened to folk singer Ange 
Hardy in a spectacular way. 

What is remarkable is not just that 
she was unaware of one of world’s 
most famous romantic poets, Sam¬ 
uel Taylor Coleridge, literally being 
under her nose but also the way she 
addressed the shortfall in her knowl¬ 
edge. 

Hardy lives in a little village just 
outside Watchet, Somerset which is 
about half way along The Coleridge 
Way, a trail the poet famed for such 
epics as The Rime of the Ancient 
Mariner and Kubla Khan walked. She 
however was blissfully unaware of the 
significance of the route. 

“I think having left school really 
early and my past of running away 
and being out of the education cir¬ 
cles from about 13 onwards I was just 
never in the right place or with the 
right people to learn about Coleridge. 

“I didn’t even realise Coleridge was 
a he, I thought it was just the name 
of the walk. So I really had no idea 
at all.” 

The idea then of basing her new 
album Esteesee - which is how the 
poet liked to sign himself, on him and 
his works seem even more bizarre. 

“My husband came up with the 
idea. He started talking about Col¬ 
eridge and said I should write a song 
about him.” 

The idea then formed into an en¬ 
tire album in Hardy’s mind, “It was 


a huge risk,” she admits. What lay 
ahead for the acclaimed singer/song- 
writer was a massive cramming ses¬ 
sion. 

“I spent about two weeks with my 
head buried in books from morning to 
night and listening to readings. Then 
I just pieced together all the bits that 


inspired me.” Ange Hardy is per¬ 
forming songs from Esteesee at the 
Kitchen Garden Cafe, King’s Heath, 
Birmingham on Monday November 
9. The show starts 8pm and tickets 
are £9 in advance or £11 on the night.

Chef Suree's a winner as King and 
Thai retains its number one crown 


THAI cook Suree Coates is one 
of Shropshire’s most decorated 
chefs, having been named the 
UK Thai Chef of the Year a couple 
of years back and then bettering 
that by being crowned the Asian 
Chef of the Year. 

More recently, her qualities have been 
recognised by The Good Food Guide, where 
inclusion is hard to come by; in Shropshire, 
only seven restaurants feature. 

The King & Thai in Broseley is listed in 
that as a Local Gem and deserving of in¬ 
clusion. Suree is one of the county’s best. 
Arguably her greatest ability is to fashion 
exciting and exotic flavours that are deep, 
rich and rewarding. 

Her freshly-made sauces and pastes are 
heavenly. She learned how to make them 
while growing up in her native Thailand,

where she used a pestle and mortar to com¬ 
bine freshly-picked herbs and aromats. She 
uses the same techniques to this day - and 
it shows. Suree offers dishes that offer the 
same flavours that you’d find in downtown 
Phitsanulok. Her flavours are vibrant and 
subtle; explosive and entertaining. She’s a 
crackerjack cook who has as good an under¬ 
standing of Asian seasonings as any chef in 
the county. 

My friend and I have eaten at The King 
& Thai frequently. For this critic’s shilling, 
it remains the county’s number one; with 
Ludlow’s Chang Thai Bar and Shrews¬ 
bury’s recently-opened Aroi Thai not far 
behind. Suree moves ahead of her good-but- 
not-better rivals on most fronts: principally 
presentation, innovation and flavour. 

When we arrived, the helpful and bubbly 


waitress showed us through to the dining 
room. It was festooned with Buddhas, col¬ 
ourful photographs and other Thai ephem¬ 
era. The menu featured the normal Thai 
classics in addition to numerous specials. 
Starters include a duck dim sum with plum 
sauce. Alongside that was a Thai custard, 
served in a mini pumpkin, with prawns. 

My friend opted for the duck dim sum 
while I ordered chicken satay. Both were 
delicious. The dim sum - some crunchy- 
fried and some soft-and-steamed - were 
light and boldly seasoned. The plum sauce 
was swirled concentrically across the plate 
and provided a balanced accompaniment. 

The satay was brilliant. My friend and 
I swapped dim sum for satay in an im¬ 
promptu game of Thai mix‘n’match. 

We thought long and hard about the 
daily specials before ordering the county’s 
best Thai red curry and the county’s best 


Thai green curry. Neither disappointed. 
Both oozed subtle and delicate flavour. The 
chicken and vegetables that were contained 
had been lightly cooked while the presenta¬ 
tion was as pretty as a picture. 

Rather than request dessert, we asked 
the chef to choose. She provided a tasting 
platter, including a playful coconut panna 
cotta, an indulgent chocolatey, fudgey cube 
that was dense, rich and satisfying and 
more. The only underwhelming element 
was a deep-fried ice cream sandwich. 

Suree deserves all credit for pushing the 
envelope when it comes to Thai cuisine. 
Unlike most local, neighbourhood chefs, 
she creates imaginative dishes, daring to 
combine different ingredients to fashion 
something new. 

Her presentation is delightful, her fla¬ 
vours exemplary and there’s not a finer 
Thai restaurant in the region.

The stars shine brightly 
in aid of a good cause 


H ow to transform yourself from 
smooth-talking professional to 
dribbling idiot in one easy move 
- host a live TV show. 

Those watching at home may think 
standing in front of a camera and 
reading an autocue is easy, but for 
presenters, it can be a living 
nightmare - especially if something 
goes wrong and they’re left to fill in 
‘dead air! 

Arguably the biggest and most 
difficult live TV event of the year is 
Children in Need, thanks in no small 
part to the fact it lasts for such a long 
time. What’s more, this year it’s being 
broadcast on Friday 13th - surely a 
recipe for disaster if ever there was 
one? 

Well, maybe not. After all, it’s in the 
safe hands of Terry Wogan, who 
seems to thrive on such occasions. 

He will be joined for the first part 
of the evening by Tess Daly, 
who is no stranger to live TV, 
having co-hosted Strictly Come 
Dancing with, initially, Bruce Forsyth 
and latterly with Claudia Winkleman, 
for the past 11 years. But even she 
could learn a thing or two from Sir 


Terry who makes the whole process 
seem completely effortless - 
perhaps it’s because he’s so affable 
and always does his best to make 
those appearing in the studio at their 
ease. 

“I’m not a confrontational 
interviewer,” explains Wogan. “It would 
be easy to be abrasive, but nobody 
would want to come on the show. 
Sometimes an interview I think didn’t 
go well was actually very good, and 
vice versa. You’re not always the best 
judge yourself.” 

Despite retiring from his radio show, 
Terry is as busy as ever, but he claims 
he’ll always have time for this 
fundraiser. 

“It is always a privilege and 
pleasure, the highest point of my year, 
to present BBC Children in Need,” he 
says. ‘This year we are hoping the 
great British public will give us even 
more. We’ve certainly got a fantastic 
show line-up this year. I know I say 
that every year but this year really is 
special.” 

Although the BBC’s first Children’s 
Appeal arrived in 1927, the first 


telethon version didn’t appear on our 
screens until in 1980, and the aim 
each year is to beat the previous total. 
Seeing as a record £32, 620, 469 was 
raised on the night in 2014, the 
fundraisers have a tough task ahead 
of them, but hopefully the public will 
be inspired to dig deep by the serious 
stories they hear as well as the 
entertainment on offer. 

Among the highlights on offer during 
the first, two-and-a-half-hour stint are 
performances by Ellie Goulding, the 
Children’s Choir, Rod Stewart and 
Jess Glynne, who performs the 
evening’s official song, Take Me 
Home. 

Also popping up is a Strictly special, 
which sees Bruce Forsyth return to 
the ballroom to host an edition 
featuring the stars of Call the Midwife 
- has their colleague Helen George, 
who is currently taking part in the 
dance challenge, been giving them 
tips? 

Then, in the second half after the 
news, Rochelle Humes and Nick 
Grimshaw take over from Daly and 
help Wogan keep the ball rolling into 
the wee small hours.

Individual, stylish ADAM

Vauxhall has been a long time 
coming to the supermini party, 
and it is an area in which it has 
missed out on of thousands 
of car sales. But with the very 
quirky ADAM it is now entering 
the section with relish. 

The Adam is just over 12ft long, slightly 
longer than a MINI, and at 6ft 6in wide (if you 
include the mirrors) is one of the biggest in 
its class, slightly bigger than the Fiat 500 
and the Audi A1. 

Vauxhall has continued the fun with the 
name of the trims - they call them, Jam, 
Glam and Slam. Slam supposedly for a 
sporty ride, Jam is fashionable, and Glam is 



the comfortable classic for the more mature 
owner. 

The body colours also get rather strange 
names in James Bond, Saturday White Fe¬ 
ver and Buzz Light Green. In fact, the Adam 
is a car for all people. Over a million combi¬ 
nations of interior and exterior specifications 
make virtually no ADAM the same as anoth¬ 
er. Your bespoke vehicle starts with the order 
list. 

Vauxhall hopes the ADAM will reach not 
just the committed Vauxhall but attract those 
not previously considering the brand. 

The ADAM itself is based on a Corsa plat¬ 
form which has been reduced - this gives 
you an indication of the size of the vehicle. 
There is a choice of engines, with a 1.2-litre, 
1.4-litre and in my particular case for this test, 
a delightful 1-litre 3-cylinder 998cc engine, 
producing 115bhp and a very commendable 
low C02 emission, which puts it in to the £30 
per year tax bracket. 

The combined fuel figures are quoted 
at 57mpg and I achieved 49mpg during 
my week on varied road surfaces, which I 
thought was quite reasonable. 

All the models in the range get as stand¬ 
ard, air conditioning, remote central locking, 
a decent radio system, and there is also an 
option for a centre control screen which can 
display your phone, satnav and various other 
items. 

From a driving and passenger perspective 
the ADAM, being in the small category, is a 
vehicle that has surprising qualities. It will 
comfortably seat four people but there will 
then be a luggage issue. Primarily, the ADAM 
is not really suitable to family life but it makes 
a very pleasant second vehicle. 

Drawbacks I found were the three-door 
access to the rear was awkward. And the

driver and passenger doors are huge. This 
translates in to requiring a large amount of 
space on a car park just to open the doors 
and allow driver and passengers to exit. 

I really enjoyed driving the car, the en¬ 
gine seemed to be perfectly tuned to the 
size and the dynamics of the suspension, 
and the handling at all times was comforta¬ 
ble, precise and relatively comfortable. 

All in all, the ADAM is a vehicle that al¬ 
lows you to customise to your heart’s con¬ 
tent, and when you see some of the var¬ 
iables in the colour schemes and add in 


the extras which can be incorporated on 
the interior, there will be some interesting 
ADAMS on the road. 

I worry, however, in two or three year’s 
time when you take that highly customised 
vehicle to the dealer, what the reaction will 
be. 

I well remember a very vivid-coloured 
Peugeot 206 cabriolet I owned some years 
ago, and the dealer saying we will never 
sell it in that colour. Time will tell who is 
right and who is wrong.

Buckle up 
for smooth 
ride in the 
new BMW3

You’ll need your strongest magnifying glass 
to see the tiny nips and tucks at the front and 
rear, but the financially savvy will notice the 
improvements that have been made to the 
fuel economy and emissions of various mod¬ 
els. 

There’s now a version that dips to 99g/km, earning free 
road tax - although to get it you’ll need to add the £1,550 
automatic gearbox. You’ll have to do the maths on that one. 

The front bumper is a little less sculpted than before, with 
a greater emphasis on horizontal lines. That’s to cater for 
the tastes of larger markets than ours. The 3 Series is still an 
image-focused car, though, proudly displaying the correct 
badge for business types and feeling very much the part on 
the inside, too. 

You could argue that when it comes to premium cars, 
the domination of the three-box saloon is not as strong as 
it once was, but there’s still a strong following for what has 
been a hugely popular and influential model in Britain. If 
you’ve got a new 3 Series, you’re doing alright. 

There’s a big boot behind the three rear seats, with re¬ 
cessed bins at the sides and a large aperture that lets you 
nonchalantly slot larger cases straight in. In the front there 
are useful door bins, and while you won’t fit much into the 
glovebox, the cabin is very spacious for passengers. 

Legroom in the back is ample, and more accommo¬ 
dating than it looks because the 3 Series has longer rear 
seat squabs than many non-premium cars that use shorter 
squabs to increase the appearance of space. 

Leather-covered surfaces are potentially vulnerable to the 
rigours of family life, but that’s pretty much a given in this 
part of the market. 

The 320d is likely to be the biggest seller. The efficiency 
numbers are impressive and that optional eight-speed au¬ 
tomatic gearbox is superb, despite the hefty price tag. The 
test car only had around 500 miles on it so the engine was 
almost certainly still at its tightest, but it’s fair to say that it felt 
nowhere near as brisk as its on-paper 188bhp and 295lb/ft 
suggest. 

What you do get is super-stable handling and oodles of 
grip on the larger wheels of M Sport versions, and well-con¬ 
trolled floatiness on the Efficient Dynamics (ED Plus) model 
and its tiny-looking but efficiency-boosting 16-inch alloys. 
Avoid the inconsistent Servotronic steering, though, which 
completely ruins the standard set-up’s linearity and direct¬ 
ness. 

There’s good visibility in all directions, which is handy be¬ 
cause you don’t sit too high. Using the iDrive is a joy these 
days, and if you upgrade the standard BMW Business navi¬ 
gation to the Professional grade you’re rewarded with a wid¬ 
er, sharper screen with more functionality. 

It’s not a cheap step up, though. My pick of the options 
is the superb head-up display. Again, it’s pricey, but once 
you’ve had it you’ll wonder how you ever managed without. 

With options the 320D xDrive I drove totalled £46,000. 
That’s a terrifying, absurd figure you should run away from. 
A standard but very well equipped 335d, with all its lovely 
torque, is less than £41,000. 

Many of BMW’s options are simply replacing existing 
systems with better versions rather than adding crucial new 
tech, so stick as close to standard spec as you can. In Sport 
trim and with the automatic added, the 320d is arguably 
cheaper to own than rivals from Mercedes, Audi and Jaguar. 

This is a car with a long-standing trail of success in this 
country, but its days as the default upgrade from a Mondeo 
or Passat have been ended by the splurge of crossovers 
and compact SUVs, most of which are waving the ‘premium’ 
flag as hard as they can. The BMW might be becoming the 
understated choice, but it still drives and handles better than 
any of its high-riding rivals. 

This car summed up in a single word: Classic 

If this car was a: kitchen table it would be from the main¬ 
stay range at an oak furniture shop. It’s robust, looks smart 
and feels solid, carrying with it a style that will never go out 
of fashion.

Wolves have now won five Championship 
games this season, three of them since Steve 
Morgan’s bombshell departure in late September. 

And while any upturn or downturn in form 
cannot be attributed to the club being put up for a 
sale, a sudden change in transfer policy certainly 
can. 

Morgan long campaigned for the virtues of 
youth in the Wolves squad, bankrolling the new 
training academy, and it is believed the policy to 
flood the first team with ‘young and hungry’ tal¬ 
ent came directly from the top. 

It is a policy Jackett has happily (in the public 
domain at least) worked within, largely untrou¬ 
bled. 

But Wolves have gone to extreme lengths to 
continue that policy of late, shearing the squad of 
any players aged 30 or over, and of course contro¬ 
versially selling Richard Stearman for just £2m, 
electing instead to let the 20-year-olds Dominic

Garde’s was a watching brief only with the 
match kicking off hours after he took charge.

And, in Williamson, what an instant difference 


their many struggles, Spurs’ Mousa Dembele col¬ 
lected a third-minute pass from Danny Rose on 
the left wing before cutting inside to the penalty 
area, easing past Ciaran Clark - starting in Rich¬ 
ards’ absence - and sending a left-footed shot 
through Brad Guzan’s legs. 

For a team so obviously bereft of confidence it 
seemed likely to be only the first of several goals 
that would soon follow. 

The result not only consigned the visitors to 
further misery, it also meant their worst start to 
a top-flight season since 1919.
